Cotton growers in Georgia and 
the South will benefit greatly un- 
der a Bill, approved Monday by a 
House Armed Services Subcom- 
mittee, to create a $150,000,000 re- 
volving fund for revival of textile 
industries in Army-occupied areas, 
an Atlanta spokesman declared.

In asking for the legislation, 
Army witnesses told the Commit 
tee most of the money would be 
used to buy United States cotton 
and wool to put Japanese and 
German mills back in operation. 


“We're still producing consid- 
erably more cotton than domestic 
mills can use,” Brooks pointed 
out. “We must export a reason- 
able volume—or else the farmers 
won’t be able to market their 
crop.” 

Brooks explained the South for- 
merly exported about 50 percent 
of its cotton crop. Since the war. 
he added, the dollar shortage 
abroad has cut cotton exports un- 
til only one-third to one-fourth of 
the cotton is exported. 


“Under this bill,” he asserted, 
“foreign manufacturers could buy 
cotton from us, sell manufactured 
cotton goods to other countries 
and repay the revolving fund with 
part of their profits. It would help 
keep their economy going, as well 
as help us.” 

Brooks said the American Cot- 
ton Manufacturers’ Association 
had approved the revolving fund 
program—and added he knew of 
“no opposition to the plan.” 


“Our mills,” he explained, “will 
always have first call on the cot- 
ton crop. We will export only 
what they cannot use.’ 


The Bill, which already has 
passed the Senate, now will have! 
to be approved by the full Armed) 
Services Committee before the 
House can act on it.

‘This or Nothing Hung 
On GOP Tariff Action 


WASHINGTON, May 24—(#)—The House Rules Committee pinned 
a “this or nothing” tag on the Republican Trade Agreements Bill Mon- 
day. Secretary of State Marshall said he would rather have nothing. 


[he Rules Committee, moreover, 
voted tc limit House debate on 
the measure to three hours, It 
scheduled a vote for Wednesday. 


While the Administration asked 
an outright extension of the Re. 
ciprocal Trade Agreement Act for 
three years, the OP bill extends 
it for but one year. Further, it cre 
ated a Congressional veto power 
over the agreements if the Presi 
dent exceeds specified tariff-cut. 
ting limits set by the Federal Tar- 
iff Commission. 

secretary Marshall said in a let- 
ter to Rep. Doughton, Democrat, 
North Caroiina, that the proposed 
changes ar2 crippling, would make 
the trade program unworkable and 
would weaken “a cornerstone of 
our foreign economic policy.” 

“Only a shadow of the original 
act is preserved while its sub- 
stance is destroyed,” he said. 

I think our national interests 
would be better served to permit 
the Trade Agreements Act to ex- 
pire than for H. R. 6556 (the bill) 
to be enacted.” 

Doughton had asked Marshall’s 
opinion. The Secretary in his re- 
ply again expressed hope for a 
three-year extension “without the 
proposed crippling amendments.” 
The present law expires June 12. 

Under the Act, first adopted in 
1934, the Secretary of State—un- 
der the President’s supervision— 
is permitted to reduce American 
tariffs in reciprocal agreements 
with other nations that lower their 
trade barriers. ; 

The new bill would give Con-* 
gress a veto power if the Presi- 
dent, in negotiating such treaties, 
exceeded tariff-adjustment bounds 
set by the Federal Tariff Commis- 
sion. This Commission would tell 
the President in advance how high 
or how low a duty on a specific 
item could go without hurting the 
domestic economy or threatening 
national security. 

Marshall contended that “most 
serious of all it, in effect, makes 
pure protection the sole criterion 
for tariff action.” 

The Rules Committee wrote its 
“this or nothing” label on the GOP 
bill by ruling that no amendments 
may be submitted for action on 
the House floor.

GM Offers

boost offer Monday in an effort 
to avert a strike of 225,000 CIO 
United Auto Worker employees. 

Neither Company nor Union re- 
vealed the amount offered, but re- 
liable sources said it was more 
than the six cents offered by 
Chrysler and rejected by the 
Union prior to the strike of 75,000 
Chrysler workers. 

The General Motors strike has 
been set tentatively for Friday.

Most of the 100,000 CIO Pack- 
inghouse workers ended their 10- 
week strike against major meat 
packers today. However, the 
Union declared the strike was still 
on against seven plants of Wilson 
and Company, and picketing con- 
tinued at those plants. 

The strike also continued against 
the Rath plant at Waterloo, Iowa, 
and the Morrell plant at Ottumwa.

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A National Tragedy in the Offing? 


With less than four weeks remaining 
before Congress’ scheduled adjournment, 
it appears increasingly probable that the 
Federal aid to education bill will not be 


passed. 
And that will be a national tragedy. 
The measure, which passed the Senate 


by a vote of 58 to 22, has been bottled up 
in the House Committee on Education and 


Labor for nearly two months now. And 


there are no signs that it will be reported - 


out in time for action at the present ses- 
sion. 


This situation exists despite the fact 
that the vast majority of those, such as Sen. 
Taft, who formerly opposed the measure, 
have now realized its need. Indeed, there 
are no more eager advocates of Federal aid 
than in some States which stand to bear a 
relatively large share of the cost. This is 
because they are recognizing the fact that 
much of their population is made up of 
persons educated in other sections. 


The Chicago Daily News, for instance, 
cites the Senate Committee report, “Due 


to increased population mobility, future 
citizens of areas in which there is the 
greatest concentration of wealth are being 
educated or neglected in the less privileged 
area,” adding, “This consideration applies 
with particular force to Chicago, whose 
industrial and other opportunities offer a 
powerful attraction to this migratory pop- 
ulation. ... Our republic has as its founda- 
tion the equality of opportunity. We are 
not even remotely approaching that ideal 
in the kind of education offered to all our 
children.” 


Anyone who bothers to investigate can 
readily determine that even if they spent 
every dollar of their revenue on education, 
there are a number of lower income States 
which could not possibly provide schools 
on a par with those of the more prosperous 
States. 


They must have Federal aid if their 
children are indeed to have an equality of 
educational opportunity. 

And if, as now seems likely, the current 


Congress fails to give it to them, it will be 
not a sectional, but a national tragedy.

around to a rightful admission. 


Sir, we admit nothing. It is merely a 
mistake which, we are sure, will be recti- 
fied posthaste. For the ever vigilant United 
Daughters of the Confederacy will get on 
the warpath today and it is a foregone 
conclusion that the Honorable Mayor will 
bend to their wishes and erase this blight 
upon our heritage. 


Apparently the Boston papers gave 
prominent play to this latest taunt of a 
native son. We are in receipt of a letter 


from a resident of Dorchester, Mass., stat- 


ing that “Civil War” is the correct term 
because the U. S. Supreme Court so de- 
creed. For all we know our Massachusetts 
friend still is smarting from the damage 
done his ancestors’ bank account when 
slave trading was outlawed about the turn 


of the Nineteenth Century. And we do not 
need to remind him that the Supreme 
Court he speaks of was so under the thumb 
of Thad Stevens’ notorious gang that it 
happily would have ruled Julius Caesar 
the discoverer of America had Thad 


wished it. 


In Webster’s unabridged dictionary we 
find civil war defined as “a war between 
different sections or parties of the same 
country or nation.”

Should the Democrats Try To Win? 


WASHINGTON—Looking ahead to the budgetary problems that will confront the nation during 
the next four years, many sober minded Democratic leaders here are not at all disturbed over the 
prospects of the Republicans winning the coming Presidential election, as most of the polls now 
indicate. Those who hold this view, it should be said, are not in the least influenced by the issues 
revolving around President Truman’s bid for a second term, They are guided by entirely different 


considerations. 

It is an interesting viewpoint and one that 
is worth exploring by thoughtful Democrats. 
Ordinarily it is inconceivable to think of loyal 
party followers seeing an advantage in their 
party losing a Presidential election. But that is 
precisel:- what the present situation adds up to. 

One of the leading exponents of the idea is 
Thurman Arnold, former Assistant United States 
Attorney General in charge of the Antitrust Di- 
vision, and later a Judge of the U. S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 


Mr. Arnold, a well-known liberal of the 
New Deal and now the head of one of the 
largest law firms in Washington, is not 
wishing President Truman any hard luck, 
but he thinks the best thing that could hap- 
pen to the Democrats would be for them to 
lose the November election.

., The key to Judge Arnold’s feeling is best de- 
fined in a comprehensive analysis of future Gov- 
ernment financing problems as recently made by 
Sen. Harry F. Byrd, of Virginia, recognized as 
one of the leading fiscal experts in Congress. 


Counting the commitments that have been 
made for national defense and the European 
Recovery Program, the Virginia Senator has 
shown where the Federal budget, presently run- 
ning at less than $40,000,000,000, will amount to 
some $50,000,000,000 by 1951. 


Without added taxes, he says, we are sched- 

uled, on the basis of present commitments, to 
pile up a further deficit of betwéen $20,000,000... 
000 and $25,000,000,000 during the next three 
years. . 
_ “It can readily be seen,” Sen. Byrd declares, 
“that we may face shortly an increase in taxes 
of $10,000,000,000, which, pyramided upon exist- 
ing taxes, will place a crushing burcen upon the 
private enterprise system and the taxpayers of 
America. A deficit of approximately $7,000,000.- 
000, in the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1949, will 
make it necessary to pass a new tax bill next 
Spring. Therefore, the danger is imminent and 
presents a great menace to our system of free 
private enterprise.” 

It is easy to see what is in Judge Arnold’s 
mind from these figures. The political party 
that wins Governmental control in the next 
election will be faced with all but insuperable 
problems during the coming four years. It will 
be skating on dangerous ice from the beginning. 
Disaster will be hidden in a dozen different con- 
tingencies. 

To staft off a new administration with an 
increase in taxes is bad enough. But the picture 
portrayed by Sen. Byrd is even worse. And as 
for the ultimate thing, it is doubtful that any 
administration could stand up under the necessity 
of increasing taxes another $10,000,000,000 in 
peacetime, with Federal levies being what they 
already are. 


Regardless of who wins the next election, 
therefore, the political outlook for the coming 
four years is anything but bright. It could 
well be another Hoover administration de- 
bacle for the Republicans. 


That is why so many Democrats are not dis- 
turbed by the prospects of party defeat. They 


are convinced it would be a good thing for the | 


party in the long run.

Always of

Editor Constitution: With reference to the un- 
satisfactory conditions in the Highway Depart:

officials of the American Society of Civil Engi- 
neers and the Georgia Society of Professional 
Engineers, or a committee appointed by them, 
responsible for the awarding of highway con- 
tracts, the adequacy of specifications, and the 
sequence of construction?

This would, in my opinion, take the ad- 
ministrative function of the Department out of 
politics and place it in the hands of men who 
would undoubtedly be guided by the best inter- 
est of the State. 

I am sure there are men in these engineering 
societies who would, for a nominal fee, be glad 
to devote a few hours a month to work which 
would benefit the State. 

For maximum efficiency, however, each con- 
struction job would require inspectors who

Poor Maintenance 


Editor Constitution: Georgia has a total in- 
vestment in its State highways of approximately 
$500,000,000. The paved roads total 8,400 miles, 
of which 800 miles have pavements of 16-foot 
width, 2,200 of 18-foot width, 2,500 of 20-foot 
width and 2,900 miles of 22-foot width. Of the 
5,400 (2,500 plus 2,900) miles of 20- and 22-foot 
widths, there are 300 miles of sharp (blind) 
curves and steep grades which should be flat- 
tened. The 3,000 miles of 16. and 18-foot pave- 
ments should, of course, be widened—and some 
sections relocated—in order to meet the require- 
ments of modern traffic. It is also in order to 
widen the 2,500 miles of 20-foot pavement. 

The term “Reconstruction of Highways” in- 
cludes (1) Widening and strengthening of pave- 
ments; (2) widening of shoulders, ditches and 
(3) flattening horizontal 
curves of alignment and steep grades, and (4) 
relocating certain sections where general im- 
provement to both alignment and grades can be

year period from 1930 to 1940. Georgia should 
have started such a program 15 years ago. Gov- 
ernors of Georgia, however, seem to prefer to 
ignore the physical and costly hazards of some 
of our highways so that construction funds, both 
Federal and State, can be applied entirely to 
NEW construction (rather than use part of the 
money for reconstruction), believing that such 
a policy gives the Governor more prestige and 
votes. A large percentage of our roads are in 
an ill state of repair for the obvious reason that 
our Maintenance Department has never actually 
maintained them. This has been and is largely 
due to insufficient funds, the only source of 
maintenance funds being revenue from the sale 
of motor vehicle license tags.

credit for his efforts in road building in our 
State. He secured funds for the first real road 
construction program. 

Warren R. Neal, our present Highway Direc- 
tor, also deserves great credit for building a great 
Highway Department. 

The Highway Department was originally 
planned to be a nonpolitical organization and was 
so conducted until Gov. .Hardwick’s administra- 
tion, when an amendment was passed allowing 
the Governors to appoint personnel to that de- 
partment, thus putting the department on a po- 
litical spoils-system basis instead of a merit 
system. 

There are many good bills for reconstruction 
of the highway system, and there should be a 
meeting of all nonpolitical highway supporters to 
decide upon the best measure for that purpose 
and concentrate upon the next Legislature to get 
it passed. 

When John N. Holder was Speaker of the 
House in 1908 the Good Roads Club of Georgia, 
of which I was a member, pushed the bill that 
finally secured the passage of a State Highway 
Commission. It took three legislative sessions to 
pass the first Highway Commission Bill. Mr. 
Holder was a great factor in getting this bill 
passed. Let’s give credit to a great man while 


he lives.

WASHINGTON-—Philadelphia is the City of Brotherly Love. 


One of my favorite places. And 


T fear the coaxial cable is doing it no good. This cable is a kind of empty pipe that runs un- 


derground between Philadelphia, New York, Baltimore and Washington. 


For reasons which the 


scientists never will be able to explain to my satisfaction, television waves travel along the outside 


of it. 
One of the main reasons the Democrats and 
the Republicans chose Philadelphia for their con- 
ventions this Summer was this cable. Gave 'em 
a good chance to get their faces seen in homes 
and/or saloons up and down the East Coast.

So now there are half votes, 
quarter votes and even one-sixteenth votes, 
meaning that in some cases it will take 16 
red-faced ladies and gentlemen to cast a sin- 
gle ballot, They expect to eat regular meals, 
unfortunately, and sleep in full-sized beds. 
Several thousand will find themselves in 
Camden and even in Atlantic City, two com- 
muting hours away.

It was Carl Byoir and Associates who put 
over the big polio campaign for Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, including the Birthday Ball hoax 
which kept the late Henry L. Doherty, a magnate 
in utilities, out of trouble with the Antitrust Di- 
vision of the Department of Justice. Mr. Do- 
herty was Mr. Byoir’s client in public relations.

And 
so, Mr. Doherty lived blameless and stately until 
God called him.

Mr. Wright is running a propaganda 
campaign against the Truman civil rights 
program and he asserts upon his word that 
no sinister interests are putting up any 
money for it.

Does it begin to appear that a question of 
States’ Rights becomes very prominent here? 


The Governor of Mississippi, Fielding L. 
Wright, no relation of Wallace Wright, is a States’ 
Rights man on this oil proposition. If he weren’t, 
Mississippi never would have elected him Gov- 
ernor. The Governors of other littoral oil States 
also are States’ Rights men; including Gov. War- 
ren, of California. 


Mississippi and other States of the South- 
ern tier have other important issues in the 
field of States’ Rights which undoubtedly 
could involve bloodshed or the avoidance of 
this tragedy in the next few years. These 
aré personal and social issués as between 
white persons and Negroes. 


Is it wrong of these States to encourage big 
owners of their offshore oil acreage to finance 
their politics and propaganda of States’ rights? 
Any citizen may contribute a nickel or a dollar 
to this expensive Contest, Why not ‘a million, 
if that citizen feels sufficiently aroused? After 
all, how much did the mine workers and CIO 
contribute to Roosevelt? And why restrict the 
contest to one’ of claims to mhterial resources?

Means Women Too

The scene was a courtroom, Atlanta, 
me Georgia, Fulton County. 

A woman was testifying that her automobile had been 
hit by the truck of a transfer company. It had been badly 
damaged (on the left rear), and she had brought suit to 
recover the damages. It was her first experience in court 


and she was very nervous. 


The defense lawyer arrived at his argument. 

“Gentlemen of the Jury,” he smiled insinuatingly at his 
peers, “you saw this woman on the witness stand; you saw 
how nervous she was when she testified. That, gentlemen, 


is a woman driver! 


You know, you’ve seen ’em ... they get 


excited and lose control of their cars. They’ll do it every 


time!” 


He won his case, of course. Every man on the jury “knew 


women drivers.” 


But few of them knew justice, or cared. 

This is a column about women serving on juries in Georgia. 

There is a strong movement toward legalizing jury service in 
our State, led by the Georgia Association of Women Lawyers, who 
have made that accomplishment their prime objective for this 


legislative year. 


Jt is not a picnic to serve on juries. 


It is tedious, tiresome, 


abrasive, challenging, and no one knows that better than the judges 


who sit in court all day administering 


ustice. 


But they do it, and their work is honored and respected. 
There are many arguments against women on juries, but they 


are flaccid and decadent in the light of fact. 


The strongest one 


is the flattering lady-on-a-pedestal, clinging-vine-line holding that 
women should not be assaulted with the raw facts of life that come 


to light in a court of decision. 


Words like rape and murder are 


mot sounds that should assail their gentle ears. 


Nonsense! 


When have women been able to be innocent spectators upon 


the realities of life? 


They are knee deep in facts from the first 


moment of their consciousness. The members of the sex that in- 
timately experiences the cycle of life from birth to death, with 
all the nuances of revelation that intrude upon each generation, 
cannot be supposed to be too delicate to face a fact or two in a 


courtroom. 


The alibi that courtrooms are not equipped to care for women 


jurors in overnight deliberations is insignificant. 


In the less than 


one percent of the cases where juries are held incommunicado 
overnight, they are lodged in hotels. Sleeping accommodations 
should be as readily accessible to a mixed jury as one of all men. 

After all, a courtroom houses women plaintiffs and defendants, 


women witnesses, 
prosecutors, women judges . 
also shelter women jurors. 


women policemen, 
. there is no reason why it cannot 


women lawyers, women 


The objection that “jury service by women would tend to 
weaken the home” is considerable, and no mother with small chil- 


dren should be compelled to serve. 


The idea that passage of the 


women jury law would automatically require that every woman 

spend the rest of her life in 8 jury box is ridiculous. As Amber 

Wallin Anderson, Chairman of the Georgia Association of Women 

Lawyers Jury Committee, puts it: 

. “We say that every woman, whether a mother or not, will 
have some time during her 39 years of eligibility to serve on 


a jury should she be called.” 


Now, the fact is, women are needed on juries. 

Juries today are suffering from abuse} The most desirable men 
are being excused from service. They are the leaders in their com- 
munity, and they have reasons to be excused, but women are still 
inclined to treat their civic responsibilities more seriously than men. 


And there is the Grand Jury . . . a basic organ of government. 


It is vital to our kind of living, and yet more than half of our 
people are ineligible to serve because of sex. 

A familiar example of its exclusion is observed in the campaign 
the Georgia League of Women Voters has been waging to get Grand 
Juries in various counties to adopt the secret ballot law. Women 
see the need, but they have no voice in the Grand Jury. 

Justice, it would seem, is everybody’s business.

I have many times seen a 
player raise his partner’s no 
trump opening with about a 
king and a queen, and comment 
as he spread the dummy, “Part- 
ner I have wonderful no trump 
distribution.” It's a snare and 
a delusion. There’s nothing 
wonderful about it. It’s the 
worst possible distribution and 
the reason it is recommended for 
no trump is that it isn’t much 
good for anything else. Since 
no trump requires the fewest 
number of tricks for game, that 
avenue must generally be sought 
with these very barren hands. 
The moral is never overbid a 
hand that is 4-3-3-3.

Polio Opens a New Door for Atlantan

There are a few people in this world who will not be downed by any misfortune. 
Attractive young Mrs. W. C. Milam, of 1612 Olympian Circle, had never known a seri- 


ous illness until she was stricken with infantile paralysis three years ago. 


For weeks 


her family despaired for her life. For eight months an iron lung breathed for her. For 


a whole year every muscle in her body 


After spending a year in an 
Atlanta hospital and another 
year at Warm Springs she came 
home to her husband and her 
young daughter and announced 
that she was ready to resume 
her duties as a mother and a 
housekeeper. She made it plain 
that she wanted no coddling 
and no reminders of her handi- 
cap. 

She got herself a wheel chair 
and, though still able only to 
sit upright and use her hands in 
a limited way, she went calmly 
about the business of directing 
her household, sewing for her 
daughter, getting back into the 
swing of community affairs and 
playing bridge with old friends. 

Today she not only is man- 
aging a normal home life for her 
family, but she has developed 
a hobby into a sizable pin-mon- 
ey business. Having studied art 
in high school and gained some 
valuable experience in flewspa- 
per art work, she felt the urge 
to express herself creatively 
again as soon as life began to 
come back into her fingers. 

While still at Warm Springs 
she forgot to feel sorry for her- 
self in the fascinating work of 
making shell jewelry. She had 
never tried this craft before, but 
began with it because her hands 
were still too weak to hold any- 
thing heavier. 

When she came home she 
could hardly wait to get out her 
pencils and brushes. She did a 
few water colors and then began 
experimenting with painting on 
cloth. From this she got the 
idea of designing hand-painted 
ties, and surprised both her hus- 
band and her father with a “per- 
sonalized tie” on which she had 
painted their monograms. They 
liked them and so did their 
friends. 

Then she did some sport ties, 
symbolizing with deft artistry 
the hobby of the person for 
whom the tie was ordered. Two 
downtown shops wanted to try 
them out on their customers. 
They went over big. Then some 
business firms asked her to 
make up an order for their em- 
ployees, using the trade name 
of their businesses.
